Stevenson to 
Address Top 
Demos Tonight 


Will Discuss 
McCarthy Issue as 
'Grave Situation' 


M IA M I BEA C H (UP*- Top Dem 
ocrats today pressed a united at 
tack on the Republican adornos 
tration’s “ McCarthy issue,” which 
Adlai Stevenson termed a “ grave 
situation” in government. 
The Democrat leaders met with 
some 45 Southern congressmen to 
discuss the party stand on key na­ 
tional issues in a third sectional 
rally to launch the 1954 oft year 
election campaigns 
Stevenson, 
as 
their 
standard 
bearer, will deliver the keynote ad­ 
drest in a sweeping attack on the 
Republicans in his address at IO 30 
p. rn., EST tonight at a $100 a plate 
dinner. 
At a press conference late F ri­ 
day Stevenson called the feud be­ 
tween President Eisenhower. Sen 
Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wi».) and 
Army Secretary Robert Stevens “ a 
grave situation” in government. 
The 1952 Democratic candidate 
for president said he would discuss 
the “ McCarthy” issue further in 
his nationally televised (C BS TV ) 
and broadcast (N B C ) address be 
fore the 12-state rally. 
Stevenson and other party lead­ 
ers indicated their campaign strat­ 
egy would be to consider the con 
troversy over McCarthy purely a 
Republican problem warranting no 
interference from 
Democrats in 
Congress. 
Sen. Richard B 
Russell. Geor­ 
gia Democrat, and Sen 
Lyndon 
Johnson, of Texas, Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader, who will speak on 
the same program with Stevenson, 
predicted the Republicans will not 
be able to make any campaign 
headway on the issue ot Commo 
nism in government. 
Stevenson told newsmen he felt 
sure the Army has not coddled 
the Communists deliberately any 
more than the previous adminis 
tration caddied 
any 
subversives, 
traitors or spies deliberately 
McCarthy who is visiting here 
told reporters he did not know ot 
the rally and was surprised to find 
himself surrounded by Democrats 
when he flew here on business. 
“ I certainly did not come down 
for that,” McCarthy said when he 
arrived Friday night on a plane 
Stevenson declined to express his 
view of the prospect of ending the 
present 
“ recession” 
before 
the 
elections next 
tall, saying. “ I ’m 
just a simple politician. 
I dont 
know.”

and 
Chairman 
Harold IT. Velde 
(R IH ) of the House Un-American 
Activities Comimttee as “ inquisi­ 
tors” 
and 
“ false 
anti-Com mu­ 
ni.sts.” 
The New York senator called on 
President Eisenhower to “ set prin­ 
ciple above party and take strong 
leadership 
of the 
forces seeking 
to 
resist the fearful 
assault upon 
our liberties and our standards of 
political decency.”

A lot of farm accidents could 
be prevented if farmers were as 
concerned about good house keep­ 
ing in their barns as their wives 
are about the appearance of their 
homes. 
When it comes to preventing ac­ 
cidents, good housekeeping around 
the barn is probably more import­ 
ant than keeping the house spic 
and spun. Gordon McCleary, farm 
safety specialist at the University 
cg' Illinois, advises farmers to take 
a little* time tight now to clean 
out the hazards around the barn 
to make winter chores safer. 


ll the alleyway or other work 
areas are cluttered with sacks of 
feed, stools, carts and other ob

Well Managed 
Farms Profitable 


Barring catastrophe, 
well-man­ 
aged farms will be profitable in 
1954 in spite of fears raised by 
surplus* s, lower prices and high 
costs. 
Economic conditions are import- 
ant, ol course, but the most prof­ 
itable* adjustment for the Illinois 
farm er this year is the same as 
always 
adjustment of his crops 
to the quality of his land. 
P. 
E. Johnston, University of 
Illinois farm 
economist, 
reports 
th a ts what a study of hundreds 
of Illinois farm records show. 
I It* offers one guiding principle 
to follow in making this adjust­ 
ment: 
Grow as many acres of the 
highest value crops as your farm 
can stand and yet keep erosion un­ 
der control 
According to the records, corn 
has the highest value, followed in 
order bv soybeans, clover, wheat 
and oats 
At prices expected in 
1954, you can look for about these 
profits per acre: $30 for 70-bushel 
corn, $24 for 32 bushel soybeans, 
SIO for two-ton clover, $0 for 29- 
bushel wheat and S4 for 18 bushel 
oats. 
Profits are figured on si 35 for 
corn, $2.30 for soybeans. $22 for 
clover hay, $1.80 for wheat and 
70 cents for oats, 
Johnston figures profits on the 
basis of records kept bv coopera­ 
tors in the detailed cost research 
project at the University, which 
has been continuous since 1912. 
Profit he says, is the income left 
alter paving all costs for labor, 
management and fertilizer to re­ 
place plant 
foods 
used by the 
crops, plus all expenses for ma 
chmery and land.

II you handle manure properly 
an I apply it to crop and pasture 
land, you can figure another $40 
profit per head in your dairy herd.

Bv WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. I), 
The raising of Lazarus from the 
dead, a* recorded in John 
I 44, 
has 
been 
properly 
called "the 
greatest 
miracle 
of 
the* 
Gospel 
story." 
The only other instance in the 
Gospels of the bringing to life from 
the dead is that of the son of the 
widow of Nam (Luke 7 12 15), and 
the 
Resurrection of Jesus 
Him­ 
self. 
In the case of the widow’s son 
a plausible explanation might be 
that the boy was apparently dead, 
but actually in a trance. 
But in 
the c a s e of Lazarus no such plaus­ 
ible explanation 
is possible, 
for 
the record specifically states that 
La zunis had been dead four days 
and mortification had set in 
So 
the event 
as recorded is 
wholly and completely miraculous, 
with no explanation whatever but 
in the life giving power of (’brist 
There are some puzzling things 
about 
this miraculous raising of 
Lazarus, 
it is strange that there 
is no reference to it in the other 
three Gospels -Matthew, Mark and 
Luke 
And a deeper question that Mfg 
gests itself is why, with that life 
giving power, Jesus exercised it 
only in these two instances 
Dr 
David 
Smith, 
a 
Scottish 
scholar, point'' out that the miracle 
occurred during the lu't year of 
the ministry of Jesus, when be­ 
tween the Feast of Tabernacles in 
October and the Feast of the Dedi­ 
cation in December Jesus was in 
Jerusalem and had been driven out 
by the rulers (John 10:3139) 
He represents Jesus as dobber 
ately waiting until there was no 
doubt of Lazarus’ death that He 
might "not only manifest His pow­ 
er to his friends, but make a sig­ 
nal appeal to impenitent Jerusalem 
by working a miracle which would 
attest His Messiah ship beyond all 
question.” 
If Dr. Smith is right, the m ir­ 
acle had no such effect upon the 
enemies of Jesus 
in Jerusalem, 
who were 
not only 
aroused to 
greater fury 
against 
Him. 
but 
sought to kill the resurrected Laza- 
ru* as well (John 12:In) 
Dr Smith thinks that the failure 
of Lazarus to appear later and 
show 
his gratitude to the (’hrist 
who bad raised him was because 
of his being in hiding from that 
threat 
Jesus H im se lf never set the mir 
acle as being of prim ary import­ 
ance 
His supreme appeal 
was 
spiritual, 
To accept His words, to follow 
His example and to find new life 
through the Gospel of the grace 
of God—this stands out as above 
all else 
The Gospels might easily have 
been compiled wholly of miracul­ 
ous things, but it is an evidence 
alike of their greatness and of their 
authenticity that Jesus stands out 
in their pages, not as a great m a ­ 
gician, but as a great Savior 
His supreme 
mission has not 
been to raise men from physical 
death to physical life, but to bring 
men from the death of sin to the 
life of righteousness and the joy 
and blessedness of the New Life 
in Him.
